The clear 
fluid, or serum, contains most of 
the chemicals that the blood car­ 
ries from tissue to tissue, and the 
red part contains the blood cells. 
Jt is these blood cells that are 
deficient in cases of anemia. 
W'e have modern means of 
■tudying them very completely. 
As long ago as about 1870, a Ger­ 
man professor of medicine marked 
off a space on a capillary tube ac 
that it would contain exactly one * certain cells in the pancreas. 


You have, 
in fact, a mild secondary anemia. 
Your bone marrow, which is the 
manufacturing plant for red blood 
cells soon make* this up. When a 
disease like influenza or some 
other infection, knocks out your 
bone marrow your count goes 
down and here the treatment is to 
give food or drug* which stimu­ 
late the marrow—liver, spinach, 
red meat, iron and arsenic. 
The pathologist will also esti­ 
mate how red your blood is, be­ 
cause that tells the amount of 
hemoglobin which is the iron-con­ 
taining pigment in the red blood 
cells. It caries oxygen from the 
lung* to the tissue* and wnen it is 
low in anemic people they get 
short of breath for that reason.
